CARSON Construction
of the new ,$5 million Car­ 
son High School will be com­ 
pleted in time for a predict­ 
ed February occupancy, Los 
Angeles school officials have 
disclosed.

The 3000-student capacity 
facility at 223rd and Main 
Streets rises on a 27-acre 
site and will relieve present 
crowding at Banning. Nar- 
bonne and Gardena High 
SchrtnK

Provisions have been 
made in the school plant's 
design to a^ccnmrnodate 
enough portabU; classrooms 
to house students at. the 
school's enrollment high.

This is in keeping with 
Los Angeles schools' policy 
of building all new school 
plants on a RO-20 ratio, with 
80 per cent of the total class­ 
rooms needed being of the 
permanent type and 20 per 
cent being portable class­ 
rooms which can be trans­ 
ported from school site to 
school site to take care of 
enrollment fluctuations, of­ 
ficials say.

Buildings on the Carson 
High School site are of tw«v 
st.ory, pre-stressed concrete 
construction. Classrooms 
have been built "bacMo 
back" with outside open-air 
corridors included on both 
levels. All buildings are con­ 
nected by covered arcades.

The combination physical 
education building contains 
facilities for both girls' and 
hoys' physical education pro­ 
grams. The boys' side in­ 
cludes a regulation basket- 
hall -court-sir,e playing floor 
with bleachers holding 1250

spectators, showers and 
ocker rooms to accommo­ 

date 1400 boys, and offices 
ajnd storage facilities.

Girls' quarters will in­ 
clude a large indoor area, 
shower and lockers for 1400 
girls, a girls' physical edu­ 
cation classroom, health edu­ 
cation classroom, and offi- 
:es and storage facilities.

Classrooms built in the 
nexv school include four for 
art. six for business educa­ 
tion, 11 for English, one for 
journalism, six for foreign 
languages, four for home- 
making, six for mathemat­ 
ics, two for music, 10 for 
science, 11 for general use,

Special facilities will in­ 

clude an auto shop, two 
drafting classrooms, an elec­ 
tric shop, a light metal shop, 
a heavy metal shop, a print 
shop and a wood shop.

Also included are admini­ 
strative offices, library and 
textbook room, a multi-pur­ 
pose cafeteria with adjacent 
covered lunch area, a stu­ 
dent store and a power 
plant.
